We think the message emanating from the Anti- 
Defamation League’s annual meeting (P-O, Oct. 2) to the 
effect that Southern Jews should begin to stand up and 
take their place in the fight for equal rights for the 
Negro hit just the right tone. 


THE MESSAGE should serve to let Southern Jewry 
know what is expected of it. 

The message also should shore up the backbone of 
the Southern Jew, who up until now seemed for the 
most part to be expending his energies looking behind 
him at every step to see if he was being watched by 
his neighbors. 


THE JEWISH community of the South is a proud 
one with a record of achievement second to none in 
American Jewish history. At times everyone is over- 
taken with trepidation, but those with the proper stuff 
in their blood, soon return to the fray prepared to do 
stern battle. 

We think the words emanating from New Orleans 
might just serve to do the job they were intended for. 


CRASS MESSAGE 


How do you account for the fact that the only message 
of Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion to the American_Jew- 
ish public on the High Holy Days was one urging support 
for the United Jewish Appeal? 


NATURALLY EVERY American Jew takes pride in 
the kind of generous outpouring of funds that go to Israel 
through the United Jewish Appeal, but for this to be the 
sole word from the top leader in Israel at the High Holy 
Days seems to be a little crass. 

Of course Israel’s President Ben-Zvi, as our own Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, and the leaders of American Jewry, took 
advantage of the oppcrtunity to express the greetings of 
the season to the Jewish community in tones in conson- 
ance with the occasion. 


COULD IT BE that the Prime Minister’s press ad- 
visors figured that a call for rallying to the side of the 
UJA was a spiritual message? Or could it be that the 
Prime Minister was just too busy electioneering, to find 
the time to compose a message of uplift for Rosh Hashana 
that would have been read by every American Jew? 


WHO’LL ACCEPT GREATNESS? 


That was a bold proposal by Rabbi Jerome Lipnick 
(P-O, Oct. 2) recommending that Conservative congrega- 
tions, before they admit to membership, require candi- 
dates to agree to abide by standards of observance. 


THIS PROPOSAL, like the one often voiced here 
for establishing a congregation where the Jewish white 
collar worker and the laborer can afford membership, 
offers a challenge to any rabbi courageous enough to seek 
to impiement it. 

We've said bef.re that meeting challenges like these 
is what made a Stephen Wise in his day. 


THE RABBI courageous and imaginative enough to 
test Rabbi Lipnick’s proposal has greatness as his reward. 

Many Orthodox congregations, especially those in the 
burgeoning Young Israel group of synagogues, have just 
such requirements for membership as Rabbi Lipnick rec- 
ommends. But as far as we know, no Conservative or Re- 
form congregation ever makes even a single request of 
its members, although we recall the test in the Houston 
congregation which required that new members eat non- 
kosher foods before being accepted. 


PERPLEXED ABOUT JEWS 


Most Jews, without stopping to reflect, will consider 
the Davidian Seventh Day Adventists, who are preparing 
tor the world holocaust which will signal their departure 
for Israel, as sincere people who are taking their interpre- 
tation of the bible too literally. 


AND THIS VERY attitude is the answer the same 
Jews would give to the polite questioning by this splinter 
group of Seventh Day Adventists of the almost universal 
Jewish the Sabbath. 

The Davidians do not understand, Rabbi Amiel Wohl 
reports in his article about them (P-O, Sept. 25) “why Jews 
cesecrate the Sabbath.” 


RABBI WOHL’S description of the Davidian’s attitude 
on this point is instructive. “They do not accept the con- 
tention that it is work on the Sabbath to 
make a living, for they, too, have to make a living and 
they rest on the Sabbath. Nor do arguments that Jews 
make up for it in other ways sit well, for the Davidians 
are ready to sacrifice to keep the Sabbath holy.” 

This hits the the head. The Jews want their 
Judaism and its benefits, but are not ready yet to sacrifice 
comforts for their religion. 
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EVERY ONCE IN A while you will see 
letters in The POST and OPINION asking 
for corrections of certain items. You might 
get the feeling that therefore The P-O isn’t 
an accurate newspaper, but if that was the 
conclusion you reached, it not only would be 
unfair, it would also be invalid. 

We don’t mind these letters asking us for 
corrections at all. They show clearly that The 
P-O reporters dig for news and are out trying 
to get facts instead of accepting news hand- 
outs. They try to get underneath the surface 
announcement for the real stories. 

AN INSTANCE of how P-O reporters 
cover a story may be seen in this explanation 
from Ron Chizever, as sharp a reporter as 
has been a correspondent of The P-O in 
many a day, to the error which crept into 
our account of the strike at Mt. Sinai hos- 
pital in Chicago.

Our reporter replies: 

Yes, it does appear I was misinformed 
about the Chicago Federation of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations. 

The error originated with Victor Gotbaum, 
the union leader in the strike, who told me 
some weeks ago that a Rabbi Hirsch was the 
first rabbi to respond to the union’s appeal 
for support. 

Gotbaum’s memory is hazy on his con- 
versation with Hirsch, but he said Hirsch 
identified himself as “head of all the Reform 
associations” and “assured” his personal sup- 
port, according to my notes, 

I didn’t know who Hirsch was at the 
time, but I found him listed as director of 
the UAHC Chicago Federation, a reform group, 
and then I called his office for verification. 

A Mrs. Molly Motch, an employe there, 
said Rabbi Hirsch was out of town, but she 
answered my questions. I specifically asked 
if the UAHC Chicago’Federation had endorsed 
the union’s stand, and I say she said “yes,” 
but she didn’t want to be quoted, 

Now she says I misunderstood her, and 
that she was talking about only the “New 
York Board of Rabbis.” Hirsch, meanwhile, 
admits he’s the rabbi who talked to Gotbaum, 
but refused to comment on what he told him. 
He says only that it had nothing to do with 
the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions. 

So I’m now in a position where—if it’s 
true anyone in the organization did come out 
in support of the union—I can’t prove it.
